HELPING PITTSBURG OUT. 


Railroads Make Voluntary Reduction in 


Freight Rates. 


New York, Nov. 7.—It was learned 


this afternoon that the railroads serving 
the Pittsburg district will 
soon 
tile 


notice with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of a voluntary reduction in 
rates on coal, coke and iron ore into 
the most important iron and steel cen- 
ter of the 
country. 
The reduction 


averages between 75 cents and $1 a ton, 
and affects the annual earnings on about 
25,000,000 tons of freight. The amount 
of the reduction in some instances is as 
much as 20 to 25 per cent. 


The railroads that will be most af- 


fected by it are the Pennsylvania, Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Panhandle, Norfolk and Western and 
Wheeling and Lake Erie. 


While the reduction is voluntary it 


anticipates a demand that was about to 
be made on the railroads by some of the 
large coal and independent 
iron and 


. eteel interests in Western Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. James Campbell, of Youngs- 
town, 0., was the leader of the move 
ment.

chinist at Montrose and Lfith wrts "2S 
shillings, about $7, for fifty-eight hours, 
which wns the-weekly schedule at thsit 
time. Being an expert in certain kinds 
of work Mr. McKonzie was allowed to 
work by the piece and he averaged $12 
per week. 
At Quebec he was required 


to work twelve hours a day for $1. 


Met Misfortune at Niles... 


It was while in the employ of the 


Niles Machine company in Cincinnati 
that Mr. McKenzie lost an eye. A piece 
of metali flew up from the chisel he -wr/5 
using and embedded itself in the hall of 
his left eye, destroying the sight. This 
was a. great handicap to him in the shop 
for awhile, but he became accustomed to 
it in-^time and for many years has per- 
formed bis daily tasks in a competent 
nd satisfactory manner.
